BEREA COLLEGE FINED 

$1,000 SECOND TIME. 


Charged With Maintaining a Negro 
School Within Twenty-five Miles 
of the College. 


Richmond, Ky„ Feb. 22.—[Special.]— 
The second test of the Day law took 
place here to-dny. when Berea College 
w*as fined $1,000 for maintaining a negro 
school within twenty-five miles of the 
college. The college demurred to the 
Indictment of the grand Jury. Briefs 
w'ere filed by both sides, but Judge 
Benton overruled the demurrer and sus¬ 
tained the constitutionality of the law. 
This case, like yesterday’s, will be car¬ 
ried at once to the higher courts.

The secret Investigation of the trust 
went on to-day with undlmlnlshed en¬ 
ergy at the office of District Attorney 
Bethea, In spite of. the fact that the 
day was a holiday. The attorneys for 
the packers have little to say, profess¬ 
ing Ignorance of the work the Govern¬ 
ment has undertaken. 

"I don't know a thing about it," said 
A. H. Veeder, attorney for Swift & 
Co. "Of course, I wdsh I did, for It 
looks like a very Interesting case. No, 
I can't say \thether I shall represent 
Swift A Co. or not." 

It was reported, although United 
States District Attorney Sol Bethea 
would not confirm it, that Government 
secret service men, under Capt. Porter, 
had .been following close to the foot¬ 
steps of Garfield and Corroll. of the De¬ 
partment of Commerce and Labor, for 
several months, and that evidence has 
been secured against the packers which 
might be made conclusive through an 
ex-parte examination of the Important 
witnesses subpoenaed before a apeclal 
Federal grnnd Jury. The statute under 
which the Department of Commerce 
and Labor was established forbids the 
use of lnfoWnatlon obtained by its 
agents in criminal prosecution, accord¬

AN OCULAR DEMONSTRATION 


Of the Methods Being Employed To 
Defeat the Pending Anti- 
Cigarette Bill. 


AN INVESTIGATION ORDERED. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 22.—[Special.1 
—The lower house of the Indiana Leg¬ 
islature was the scene of a dramatic 
occurrence this morning during the de¬ 
bate on the Anti-cigarette Bill, which 
passed the Senate last w'eek, nnd came 
up on third reading in the* House to¬ 
day. It has been known ever since the 
Legislature met that cigarette legisla¬ 
ted was contemplated, and the agents 
of the tobacco trust w’ere early on the 
scene to prevent legislation. The bill 
went through the Senate before the 
trust w f as awn re that It w*as to be con¬ 
sidered on third reading, and efforts to 
kill the bill w*ere at once concentrated 
on the House. A. O. Baker, a former 
State Senator from Grant county, was 
in charge of the trust's interests and 
has been very industriously at work 
among the members in his efforts to de¬ 
feat the bill. There have been rumors 
of corrupt methods, but it was not till 
to-day that any definite charges were 
made. Representative Baker, of Cass 
and Fulton counties, was the man who 
made tne definite charge to-day. 

• • • 

Showed Visible Evidence. 


Representative Baker, "and whatever 
you may say or do will be treated as 
a confidence between us. I shall keep 
your name to myself." 

"Well, If you help defeat this bill 
there is something in It for you." said 
O. A. Raker. 

"Well," the Representative said he 
replied, "if It will not offend you, I will 
say that I do not want to take any 
man's word for a thing of this kind."

Said He Would Make Good. 


"I will make my word good," Repre¬ 
sentative Raker said the other Baker 
said. 

Tuesday morning Representative Ra¬ 
ker said he met O. A. Raker £4 the 
hotel again. He said that Baker want¬ 
ed to talk to him. 

"Where?" asked the Representative. 

"In your room," O. A. Baker is said 
to have replied. 

"We went to the room." said Repre¬ 
sentative Raker, and he handed me the 
envelope. It was sealed. I did not know 
that there was money In it, but of 
course I did suspect It. 

"After he handed me the envelope 
and T had put It In my pocket. I opened 
the door, and we w r ent down on the ele¬ 
vator to the lobby agarn. 1 have not 
seen him since Tuesday morning," said 
the Representative.

Recovered and To-day Will Be a Day 
of Funerals In Surround¬ 
ing Towns. 


The gathering of evidence against 
the packers will continue unabated up 
to the convening of the special grand 
jury, on March 20. 

Evidence in the hands of the Govern¬ 
ment indicates that the Beef Trust has 
been gradually abandoning many of 
the plans originally contemplated in the 
formation of the combine. When the 
National Packing Company was organ¬ 
ized it was the intention, according to 
the evidence secured by the Govern¬ 
ment. to merge Into It both the Armour 
and Swift companies. This has never 
been accomplished. 

Most of the companies Included In the 
combine have been abandoned as indi¬ 
vidual concerns, although it vras the 
purpose of the contemplated trust to 
operate the branches as separate com¬ 
panies under a system of mutual profit. 
This mutual credit and clearing-house 
system has been given up. 

GARFIELD A BUSY MAN. 

Working Hard To Complete His Re¬ 
port On the Beef Trust. 

Washington. Feb. 22.—Commissioner 
Garfield, of the Bureau of Corporations, 
has not yet completed his report of 
the investigation of the Beef Tn st. 
Five important chapters of the report 
I practically have been filed, but the dc- 
j tailed figures for the remainder have 
not been obtained. Inspectors of the. 
bureau are now* working on tins part 
of the report, nnd It is expect.* 1 that 
the In.«<i motion will b«* In the hands 
of ComrriFsloner Garfield next week. 

It is not certain whether that jart 
of the report which has been completed 
will be submitted by the President to 
Congress at the present session. There 
are reasons why all the information ob¬ 
tained should not be made public at 
this time, but it In possible that some 
of It may be sent to Congress l»efore 
, adjournment. Under the law it Is dls- 
oretlonary with the President whether 
the reports submitted to him by th«* 
Commissioner of Corporations shall be 
made public In their entirety. 

In directing that the operations i»f 
the Beef Trust l»e investigat *.l by a 
special Federal grand Jury, Attorney 
General Moody has acred upon fact; 
developed by the investigation con¬ 
ducted by Commissioner Garfield. This 
information was presented by Lh* De¬ 
partment of Justice through tho .*ies - 
dent.

Birmlngham, Ala., Feb. 22.—At 8 
o'clock this evening sevenfcy-flve 
bruised, blackened and disfigured bodies 
had been recovered from t!he ill-fated 
Virginia mines, in which the awful ex¬ 
plosion occurred on Monday afternoon, 
entombing w*hat Is now* confidently be¬ 
lieved to be more than one hundred 
and fifty of the best miners In the Bir¬ 
mingham district. 

To-morrow will be a day of funerals 
In Virginia C?ity, Bessemer, Pratt City 
and Ensley- The remains have been 
taken to Bessemer as fast as identified, 
and one immense building has been con¬ 
verted into a morgue. An extra supply 
of coffins from neighboring cities ar¬ 
rived to-day. 

The rescuers are j*tl!l heroically at 
work In the slope, and as the diggers 
advance the bodies further In the mine 
are found to be worse burned and mu¬ 
tilated than those nearer the exterior. 
No hope Is now* held out that any of 
the men can be alive. Only three nun 
were found yesterday whose hearts 
were still beating, but they, expired im¬ 
mediately on reaching the outside air. 

The Birmingham district has come 
forward in the matter of relieving the 
destitute families of the victims with 
characteristic vim, and mass-meetings 
have been held in Birmingham. Bes¬ 
semer. Ensley and Pratt City to-day 
for that purpose.

CLEARING HOUSE 


SOUGHT TO BE ESTABLISHED BY 
RAILROADS. 


SCOPE WOULD BE NATIONAL 


All Damage Claims and Also Inter¬ 
change of Business Would Be 
Handled By the Bureau. 


Chicago, Feb. 22,—rSpecial.]— Eastern 
and Western railroad presidents are 
trying to perfect a plan for the estab¬ 
lishment of a national railroad clearing 
house, by w'hlch it Is expected that the 
railroads of the eountiT w’lll be saved at. 
least $10,000,000 annually, and' possibly 
double that amount. 

The presidents who have Interested 
themselves in the matter end who have 
employed J. W. Mldgley to bring the 
matter to a successful Issue are; Stuy- 
vesant Fish, of the Illinois Central; W. 
H. Newman, of the New York Centra} 
lines: F. D, Underwood, of the Erie; K. 
B. Thoinns. of the Lehigh Valley; E. P. 
Ripley, of the Santa Fe, and Samuel 
Spencer, of th* Southern. J. P. Mor¬ 
gan & Company have also given the 
matter their approval and promised 
their support. 

The increase in damage claims is one 
of the most menacing features of the 
freight traffic. The claim agent of one 
road recently stated that claims for loss 
ami iknmages had increased over 400 per 
cent, within a few years. It Is now 
proposed to have all claims adjusted by 
a ckiripg house nnd passed upon by the 
officials of that body for the railroads.

Committee To Investigate. 


The Baker incident was discussed at 
length, and a resolution was druw*n up 
for submission to the House, provid¬ 
ing for a special committee to examine 
the charges. The* resolution was pre¬ 
sented when H^e House reconvened at 
1 o’clock and was adopted unanimous¬ 
ly. The Speaker appointed Wilson, of 
Jasper; Stnnsbury, of Warren; 
Mount*, of Dekalb; Bateman, of Mon¬ 
roe. and Honan, of Jackson, us the 
committee, and the members met nt 
once and called Representative Baker 
before them. He W’ns asked who it was 
that gave him the envelope containing 
the money, but refused to tell, saying 
that lie first wanted to have a talk 
with Gov. Hanly. The committee 
warned him that he had made a serious 
charge against the agent of the trust 
and also against another member of 
the House by saying that he had seen 
another envelope like his passed to a 
member, and he was further warned 
that failure to substantiate tlie charges 
might be foilow’ed by expulsion.

Named the Man. 


Mr. Baker left tlie room, and shortly 
nfter returned and told the committee 
that the envelope had been hRnded to 
him by A. O. Baker, the former State 
Senator, and that preceding Its deliv¬ 
ery he had had several conferences 
with Baker for the purpii.se of drawing 
him out. As soon ns this testimony 
was given a warrant was Issued for 
the arrest of the agent of the tobacco 
trust, hut he has not yet been found. 
Whether he has left the city or Is 
merely In hiding till he cun take legal 
advice is not know r n. 

Mr. Baker made a clean breast of the 
matter before the Investigating Com¬ 
mittee. Saying tnat he had received 
the money at his room in the hotel and 
had taken it with the hope of expos¬ 
ing the lobby. He said that he had 
seen similar envelopes passed to other 
members, but his testimony on this 
point was not clear. Further investi¬ 
gation is to be made into the matter.

Bill Passed. 


The vote of the Antl-clgarette Bill 
w*as taken under such sensational cir¬ 
cumstances, and Its passage w’os se¬ 
cured. the vote being 73 to 17. and It 
will now go to the Governor for hla 
approval. No intimation of what he 
will do has been given, but it is gen¬ 
erally believed he will sign the bill, 
and that the sale nnd manufacture of 
cigarettes or even having cigarette pa¬ 
per in one's possession In Indiana will 
be illegal. 

The* Sennte to-day passed the bill for 
the elevation of railway tracks fn this 
cl tv and the consequent doing away 
with tlie deadly grade crossing. The* 
vote stood 33 to 12 In favor of the bill, 
despite the efforts of the most powerful 
railroad lobby that ever assembled in 
the Legislature to defeat a bill.

Baker’s Statement 


When the oath was administered. 
Representative Baker made the reserv¬ 
ation: "Except as those questions may 
concern any confidence that 1 have 
wMth any man." 

Later, however, the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral succeeded in convincing him that 
his best course was to tell ail he knew. 

Mr. Raker said that he opened a lit¬ 
tle corner of the envelope before he 
publicly opened it in the House, and he 
said he knew that It contained $20 Dills, 
but that he did not know how many. 

"I wanted to open the envelope before 
the House." he said, "^nd I wanted to 
be sure that it was not full of old rags 
or something of that sort."

MOTION TO QUASH INDICTMENT 
IN KRATZ CASE. 


AN ATTACHMENT IS ASKED

He was 
looking pale and trembled noticeably £s 
lie walked to his accustomed seat, fac¬ 
ing the Jury, aocomp&nled by his wife 
and a physician. C.btules T. Outk*.*, n 
former member of the St. Louis House 
of Delegates, then took the stand. Wil 
Ham Desmond, Chief of Detectives of 
St. Louis, was the last uAltnesii f..r the 
State.

FOUNDATIONS LAID 

For Negotiations That Will Event¬ 
ually End the War. 

Washington. Feb. 22.—Although not 
figuring formally of late In the various 
tentative efforts by the Powers to bring 
about peace between Russia and Japan, 
this Government has kept In very close 
touch with developments along this di¬ 
rection. To make any official state¬ 
ment of what it has done on Us own 
account might be Ill-advised, owing to 
the extreme sensitiveness of both belli¬ 
gerents when any opon evidence is 
shown of a purpnsce to bring outside 
pressure to bear upon them. But it 
may be safely said that while peace Is 
not regarded as Immediately at hand, 
at least the foundations have be?n laid 
for negotiation? that <vlll bring the 
principals together in the end, and It 
probably will be found that the United 
Stated has had some share in this work.

Felt Him Out. 


London, Feb. 22.—Encournged by the 
reduced Government majority in the 
division In the House of Commons last 
night, the Irish party unexpectedly re¬ 
turned to the attack to-day more fierce¬ 
ly than ever. Immediately after the 
opening of the day’s session John Red¬ 
mond gave notice of a motion to ad¬ 
journ In order to discuss the conditions 
under which Sir Anthony Macdonnell 
holds the post of under secretary' to 
the Lord Lieu-tenant of Ireland. This 
move came as a surprise and caught 
the Government off its guard. The 
Speaker set debate on the motion for 
the commencement of the nUlit pession. 

It had been expected that the debate 
on Mr. Norton's amendment calling the 
attention of his majesty to the condi¬ 
tion of the army, showing "negligence 
and mismanagement by the min!s*ters.*' 
which came up tfcls afternoon, would 
occupy two days. A number of ITnion- 
| ist members took advantage of this 
and absented themselves. Mr. Red- 
mond'p tactics caused a great scurry¬ 
ing by the whips and much upsetting 
of arrangements. 

The debate lasted till midnight, when 
a motion to adjourn was defeated bv 
a vote of 286 to 223, but Mr. Redmond 
i scored a point by compelling Mr. 

( WymVham, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
to read the correspondence between 
himself and Sir Anthony Mncdonnell, 1 
I by which it was shown that the under 
| secretary was given extraordinary pow- | 
*-rs and authorized to arrange for co¬ 
ordination in the control and direction 
of boards and administrative agencies. 
It whs also shown that Premier Bal¬ 
four had concurred in this arrange¬ 
ment. 


Berlin, Feb. 22.—That the Russnn 
Emperor has actually determined to 
seek peax>e does not appear to be known 
here officially, but this court has b-en 
aware that the Emperor’s mind has 
been wavering between peace nnd a 
continuance of the war. Wh:rt Em¬ 
peror Nicholas has so far decided to do 
seems to be to request of France to ask 
the British Foreign Office to Inquire of 
Japan what terms might be expected 
were Russia to propose peace—that Is 
to say, the preliminary steps are to be 
taken by the seconds. Russia will thus 
be .able to refuse to open negotiations If 
Japan’s terms are exorbitant. 

The Russian Emperor then could 
again appeal to the discontented classes 
to support the war as easier to bear 
than tJhe price of peace. This price, it 
Is said at the Japanese Legation heTe. 
will not be beyond what even Russia 
would consider just, because Japan, to 
gather the fruits of war, must avoid an 
embltterment that would keep a fresh 
war ever in prospect. 

SIGNS ARE HOPEFUL, 

But France Has Hc3rd Nothing Of¬ 
ficial From Russia. 

Paris, Feb. 22.—Russia has not given 
any indication to France that she Is 
ready to take up the question of peace 
and therefore the authorities here do 
not feeQ qualified to d'seuss the St. 
Petersburg reports giving the precis* 
terms. The reports are explained sub- 
««tantiaMy a» follows: The public senti¬ 
ment has lately been steadily augment¬ 
ing throughout Rus-la. particularly out¬ 
side of St. Petersburg, and within re¬ 
cent days some of the most influential 
personages in St. Petersburg haw come 
our f*■ vi m*! iTVT*«'Ti*rp**TTTe aiTd Wave tfbught 
to Impress responsible officials that the 
time has arrived to tak • definite action. 
However, those having the chief re¬ 
sponsibility. such as Foreign Minister 
Lnmsdnrff, have nor. yet shown willing¬ 
ness to accept peace arguments. There¬ 
fore so long as the Russian Foreign Of¬ 
fice Is not prepared to accept the peace 
view. It Is considered doubtful of 
achievement. In’spite of this, the peace 
reports are considered a hopeful sign of 
a tendency In the highest quarters 
towards pence. 

• • • 

The Japanese View. 

The Japanese legation points out that 
peace negotiations require certain defin¬ 
ite steps between the parties nnd as 
Russia has not yet made the slightest 
overture to Japan concerning terms. 
Russia is not in possession to elaborate 
pacific conditions. The offirials of the 
legation Incline to the view that the St. 
Petersburg reports were designed to 
sound official sentiment In Japan. What 
Tokio will say is rot known, but the 
Japanese officials express a strong per¬ 
sonal convection that prior to deter¬ 
mining definite terms R wIIL te Indis¬ 
pensable to settle the main’principle, 
that the terms will insure peace in the 
Far East for many years to come. The 
Japanese position Is said to be qiJlte 
definite against arranging a peace 
which wouM p^-'mlt Russia to rehab II- 
tate herself. Concerning the indemnity 
it Is said that the Japanese wnr budget 
up to March 31 shows that the total war 
expenditure will be about $360,COO.OCO 
The legation considers that f*ome In¬ 
demnity is equitable as Jaipnn has ex¬ 
pended dbuble the amount of the cost 
of the Chinese war In holding up prin¬ 
ciples w’hlch S*t. Petersburg reports in¬ 
dicate Russia is now disposed to recog¬ 
nize.

At the Russian Embassy. 


The Russian embassy replying to in¬ 
quiries relative to the peace rumors 
says that while peace is the subject of 
numerous conversations In Russia as 
elsewhere. It Is Incorrect to assume that 
the Government has taken up the ques¬ 
tion. It is pointed out that some weeks 
must pass before Gen. Kuropatkin can 
make a decisive effort, and therefore it 
is Inopportune for Russia to consider 
peace at the present time, much less 
determine the conditions on which 
peace Is possible. 


Meanwhile the publication of almost 
semi-official statements to the efff't 
that peace is being considered has 
aroused in the officials here renewed de¬ 
sires to secure, as far ar can be done 
before a treaty is actually signed, ab¬ 
solute guarantees for the security of 
American commercial interest in the 
Far East, while conserving the terri¬ 
torial Integrity of China. On this lat¬ 
ter point. It is said, the projected ces¬ 
sion to Japan of Port Arthur and the 
Ltao Tung peninsula '7fc>es not involve 
the absolute relinquishment of Chinese 
sovereignly In that quarter. What Is 
believed to be actually proposed is not 
an unqualified cession of territory, but 
merely the transfer to Japan of the 
right of occupation of Port Arthur and 
the right to protect the railroad lead¬ 
ing northward along the peninsula, now- 
enjoyed by Russia, under the terms of 
the lease made with China at the con¬ 
clusion of the Chino-Japan war.

London Regards the Reported Peace 
Terms From Russia. 

London, Feb. 22.—The terms on which 
Ruasla is reported to be prepared to 
conclude peace are regarded In official 
circles In London ns inadequate and 
lurgely in the nature of a trial balloon. 
Among the British officials the hope of 
a speedy cessation of hostilities is 
mostly based on official advh.es. telling 
of the Increasing ascendency and activ¬ 
ity of the peace party in Russia. It Is 
known that Count Eenkemlorff. the 
Russian Ambassador to Great Britain. 
Is an adherent of this party, and it is 
understood thhc he did all possible to 
Impress his views on his Government 
during his recent stay at St. Peters¬ 
burg. 

The British officials entertain little 
doubt that If Russia will express her 
willingness to conclude peace on terms 
which will recognize Japan as the vic¬ 
tor. a satisfactory solution could be 
reached through the good offices of 
France and Great Britain. 

The Japanese in London declare that 
the suggested terms are Impossible of 
acceptance. Baron Suyematzu pointed 
out that Koren and the Liaotung pe¬ 
ninsula, which Russia proposed to rnc- 
rlftce, are already in the hands of the 
Japanese, and that Japan certainly is 
entitled to an indemnity. Russia’s pro¬ 
posal to restore Manchuria to China so 
far north as Harbin, the Baron added, 
would leave Russia In possession of 
two-tbirds of Manchuria. 

AUSTRIAN EMPEROR 

Has No Disposition To Undertake 
the Role of Mediator. 

Vienna. Feb. 22.—The announcement 
of the possibility of peace in the Far 
East published here to-day was re¬ 
ceived with much satisfaction in diplo¬ 
matic circles, but it Is believed that 
possibly the universal l^ope may have 
resulted In premature expressions. For 
several weeks unofficial Inquiry has 
been made ns to whether Austria 
should not or would not fill the roll 
of mediator and whether Emperor 
Francis Joseph, as dean of the Euro¬ 
pean nionarchs, would not himself take 
steps to this end. But the Emperor Is 
not Inclined to undertake mediation, in 
view of the definite statement that 
Russia would not be willing to listen 
to any Power on the subject of me Ra¬ 
tion, and consequently the entire mat¬ 
ter remains unchanged. It is report¬ 
ed here that the proposal for mediation 
by a friendly Power came from the 
Japanese side. 

Liberals More Hopeful. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 22. 4:06 p. m — 
A large group of Liberals has reached 
an Important agreement to await un¬ 
til the end of March for the develop¬ 
ment of the Government’s programme 
before formulating a new plan of cam¬ 
paign. in the meantime not seeking to 
embarrass the Government. Among the 
moderates a more hopeful feeling ex 
Ists that the Government may meet the 
situation in a fairly, satisfactory fash¬ 
ion.

There 
1 8 the formal prayer, which has grown 
meaningless through long repetition;

wanders over all the heavens above and 
the earth beneath and the waters under 
}he earth—this Is the prayer that kill¬ 
ed the prayer-meetings; there is no 
warrant in the Bible for It, because all 
the exam files given there are of notice¬ 
able brevity And there is the spas¬ 
modic prayer. Inspired by danger or ex¬ 
citement, which do 2 » not rise very high. 

I fear. Many people pray at a revival 
who never do it at any other lime. 
And I am Inclined to doubt the efficacy 
of the death-bed supplication from Ups 
that have always been prayerlesw be- 
h . fore. I do not sriy God never hears It. 
but 1 do think He listens more readily 
to those who have besought Him, even 
though they were not entering the val¬ 
ley of the shadow.** 

At 1:10 o'clock Jn the afternoon Dr. 
P. M. Fitzgerald conducted services, 
following Dr, Calhoun. Ills sermon, 
like the others, was touching on prayer 
and its Importance.

to be held.

Immense Crowd At Station. 

Provost C, C. Harrison, of the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania, was waiting on 
the station platform, and when the 
train pulled Into the Broad-street Sta¬ 
tion Mr. Harrison boarded the Presi¬ 
dent's private car and the two chatted 
together for a few minutes. There was 
an immense crowd In and about the 
station when the President made h!s 
appearance. A passageway was made 
tbrsnigh the erod'd and the distin¬ 
guished visitor hurried to a carriage In 
watting to convey him to the academy. 
The President's appearance on the 
street wns the signal for a great ova¬ 
tion. Broad-street station is only two 
blocks from the Academy of MubIc. but 
along this short line of inarch there 
were thousands of persons, who cheered 
wildly as the President's carriage 
passed. When the President reached 
the building where the exercises Were 
to be held. Broad street was simply 
packed with humanity nnd It was sev¬ 
eral minutes before the President could 
enter tbe Academy.

Gave Him the Yell. 


Philadelphia, Feb 22.—Before the anx- 
dents and others of the University of 
Pennsylvania to-day, In honor of 
Washington’s birthday. President 
Roosevelt said: 

As a nation we have had our full share 
of great men. but the two men of pre¬ 
eminent greatness wbo, as the centuries 
go on, will surely loom above all others 
are Washington and Lincoln, and it is pe¬ 
culiarly tilting that their birthdays should 
be celebrated every year and the meaning 
of rhelr live* brought home close to us. 

No other city In the country is so close¬ 
ly IdemUh-d with Washington’s career as 
Philadelphia, fie served here in 1775 In the 
Continental Congress He was here as 
commander of the army at the time of 
the battle* of Brandywine and Germ«n- 
town, and It W'as near here that wiLh that 
armv he faced the desolate winter at Val¬ 
ley Forge, the winter which marked the 
turning point of the Revolutionary War. 
Hero he came again as President of the 
convention which framed the Constitu¬ 
tion ami then us President of the United 
States, and finally as Lieutenant General 
of the army after ho had retired from 
the presidency. 

One hundred nnd eight years ago. Just 
before he left the presidency, he issued 
his farewell address, and in it he laid 
down certain principles which he bellewd 
should guide the citizens of this republic 
for all time to come, his own words be¬ 
ing, "which appear to me all-troportnnt to 
the permanency of your felicity as a peo-

Washington and Lincoln. 


Inside the building were crowded hun¬ 
dreds of student*, who gave the Penn¬ 
sylvania yell with vigor a« the Presi¬ 
dent appeared.

“The trustees of the same university 
do now, after 122 years, again request 
the provost to honor with the san? de¬ 
gree our latest President. ,Thls makes 
all other comment needless."

Eulogizes William. 


In presenting the name of Emperor 
William, Dr. Mitchell said: “The 
breadth and earnestness of his Imper¬ 
ial majesty’s intellectual sympathies, 
tha personal generosity which has fos¬ 
tered science and literature and his far¬ 
sighted interest In the International ex¬ 
change of university Influence, make 
It most fit that a great University rec¬ 
ognize In the man and In the ruler of 
a kindred race, his service to learn¬ 
ing. 

“Therefore, at the request and by the 
authority of the trustees of the Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania I ask the provost 
to confer upon his imperial majesty, the 
German Emperor arid King of Prussia, 
through his Ambassador, the degree of 
Doctor of Jwuvb.’’ 

At the conclusion of the ceremonies, 
Provost Harrison made brief Intro¬ 
ductory remark?, and President Roose¬ 
velt delivered his oration. 

• • • 

Entertained By the Military. 


President Roosevelt was this after¬ 
noon entertained at luncheon by the 
First troop Philadelphia City cavalry 
which always acts as the official es¬ 
cort of a visiting President. The 
route from the Academy of Music to 
the troop’s armor)', where the lunch¬ 
eon was served, took the President 
through the business center of the city, 
amid continuous cheering. The car¬ 
riages were driven into the armory, 
where 125 active and retired members 
of the organization greeted their dis¬ 
tinguished guest. 

After tbe luncheon the President was 
escorted to the West Philadelphia sta¬ 
tion of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
where a large crowd was in waiting. 
Just before his train left. President 
Roosevelt thanked the police officers 
who escorted him. and snld: "You 
know I used to be on the force myself." 

He departed for Washington at 3:26 
o’clock. 


Washington, though in some ways an 
even greater man than Lincoln, did not 
have Lincoln's wonderful gift of«expres- 
slon— that gift which make* certain 
speeches of the rail-splitter from Illinois 
read like the inspired utterances of th© 
great Hebrew seers and prophets. But he 
nud all of Lincoln’s sound common sense, 
far-sightedness and devotion to a lofty 
Meal Like Lincoln he sought after the 
noblest objects, und like Lincoln he 
sought after tnem Dy thorough¬ 
ly practical methods. These two 
greatest Americans can fairly be called 
the best among the good men of the 
world. Each showed in actual practice hi* 
capacity to secure under our svistem the 
priceless union of Individual liberty with 
governmental strength. Batch was ns free 
from th© vices of th© tyrant us from the 
v.ces of th© demagogue. To each the emp¬ 
ty futility of the mere doctrinaire was ns 
alien as the baseness of the merely self- 
seeking politic last. Each was Incapable 
alike of the wickedness which seeks by 
force of arms to wrong others and of the 
no le**^ criminal weakness which falls to 
provide effectively against being wronged 
by others. 

Among Washington’s maxims which h© 
bequeathed to his countrymen were the 
two following: “Observe good faith and 
Justice toward nil nations," and "To be 
prepared for war is th© moxt effective 
means to promote peace.” These twix 
principles taken together should form th? 
basis of our whole foreign policy. Neither 
is sufficient taken by itself. it 1* not 
mervly an kilo dream, but a most mis¬ 
chievous dreom. to believe that mere re¬ 
fraining from wrongdoing will Insure us 
against being wrongW. Yet. on the oth¬ 
er hand, a nation prepared for war Is a 
menace to mankind unless the national 
purpose is to treat other nations with 
good faith and Justice.

The Man of R$al Use. 

In any community it Is neither the 
oouaoientlous mun who Is a craven 
at heart. nor yet th© bold and 
strong man without the mora4 
sense, who is of real use to the 
community; It Is tho man who to strength 
and courage adds a realizing sense of the 
moral obligation resting upon him, the 
man who has not only the desire, but the 
power to do his full duty by his neighbor 
und by the State. ©o. In the world at 
large, the nation which Is of use in the 
progress of mankind Is that nation which 
combines strength of character, force of 
character and insistence upon It* own 
rights, with a full acknowledgment of it* 
own duties toward others. Just at pres¬ 
ent the best wuy in which we can show 
that . our loyalty to the teachings of 
Washington is a loyulty of the heart and 
not of the lips only is to sev to it that 
th© work of building up our navy goes 
steadily on. and that at the same time 
our stand for lnteraaflonnl righteousness 
is clear and emphaiuc. 

Never since the beginning of our coun¬ 
try’s history has the navy been Used in 
an unjust war. Never has It failed to 
render great and sometimes vital service 
to the Republic. It has not been too 
strong for our good, though often not 
strong enough to do all the good it should 
have done. Our possession of the Philip¬ 
pine*. our interest in the trade of the 
Orient, our building the Isthmian canal, 
our insistence upon the Moiiroe Doctrine, 
all demand that our navy nhall be of ade¬ 
quate size and for its size of unsurpassed 
efficiency.

If it is strong encu$gi I bolleve it will 
minimize the chnnc© of our bdng 
drawn into foreign war. If we let It run 
down it is as certain as the day that soon¬ 
er or later we shall have to chooae be- 
tw'oen a probably disastrous foreign war 
or a peace kept on terms that Imply na¬ 
tional humiliation. Our navy Is the surest 
guaranty of peace and the cheapest in¬ 
surance against war. and those who. Jn 
whatever capacity, have helped to build 
it up during the past twenty years have 
been in good faitih observing and living 
up to one of the most Important of the 
principles which \\%i*htngton laid down 
for th© guidance of his countrymen. Nor 
was Washington th© only one of our great 
President* who showed far-sighted patri- 
ot’sm by support of the nnv>. When An¬ 
drew Jackson was in Congress he voted 
for the first warships we ever built as 
part of our regular navy; and he voted 
against tho grant of money to pay our 
humiliating tribute to the pirates of the 
Barf^ry State*. Old Hickory was a 
patriot through and through, and there 
was not an ounce of timidity In his na¬ 
ture. and. of course, he felt only Indig¬ 
nant contemn* for a policy which pur¬ 
chased an ignoble peace by cowardlc© In¬ 
stead of exacting a Just peace by showing 
we were a* little willing to submit to as 
to Inflict aggression. Had a majority of 
Jackson’s colleagues and successors felt 
as he did about the navy, had it been 
built up instead of being brought to a 
standstill, it would prohablv never have 
been necessary to fight the War of 1812.

Washington's Advice. 

Again Washington said: ‘‘Give to man- 
kJjYU the example of a people always 
guldtd by an exalted Justice and benev¬ 
olence." This feeling oan be shown alike 
by our dealings wdthln and without our 
own borders. Taft and Wright In the

Chicago, Feb. 22.—While at the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago hundreds of stu¬ 
dents were assembled to participate In 
prayers for his recovery, Dr. William 
It. Harper, president of the institu¬ 
tion, this afternoon underwent a se¬ 
rious surgical operation In the Presby¬ 
terian Hospital. For nearly two years 
Dr. Harper has been afflicted with se¬ 
vere pains in the abdomen, and about 
one year ago underwent an operation 
for appendicitis. This did not result 
In permanent Improvement, and it was 
filially decided, after exhaustive exam¬ 
inations by physicians, that a second 
operation was necessary. It was gen¬ 
erally thought by the physicians that 
it would revo/l a cancerous condition 
of the intestines near the head of the 
colon. This diagnosis was confirmed 
by the operation this afternoon. 

Ope ration a Technical Success. 

The operation, from a surgical stand¬ 
point, was a success. The patient ral¬ 
lied splendidly from the shock, and to¬ 
night is In a condition that gives every 
promise of an early recovery from the 
effects of the operation. The ultlniato 
recovery of Dr. ilarper is n matter on 
which the physicians decline to commit 
themselves, but merely express ’’the 
re uiopable hope that the disease may 
be checked.” 

it Was found that Dr. Harper was 
afflicted with carcinoma of the pos¬ 
terior head of the colon and the dis¬ 
ease had progressed so far that it was 
found impossible to remove nil of the 
diseased tissue. 

After the operation Dr. Serin, of Chi¬ 
cago. who was one of the attending 
physicians, made the direct declaration 
that Dr. Hurper was afflicted with can¬ 
cer, while a bulletin Issued by Dr. Bil¬ 
lings said that Drs.

COUP EXPLAINED 


HOW 


GATES GOT TENNESSEE 
COAL AND IRON. 


Stock Was Bought Up In the Open 
Market and Was Compara¬ 
tively Easy Matter. 


New York. Feb. 22.—[Special.]—This 
explanation was offered at the Waldorf 
to-night for the unconventional man¬ 
ner in which the Oates party carried 
out their coup In getting possession of 
the Tc-nnes^ee Coal and Iron Company. 
Every effort that has heretofore been 
made to consolidate the various Im¬ 
portant Southern iron and coal proper¬ 
ties has failed, because of personal rea¬ 
sons, and because of factional dlffer- 
ences between the management of the 
Sloes-Sheffield Steel and Iron Company 
and the Tennessee Coal and Iron Com¬ 
pany. It was found to $>c utterly Im¬ 
possible to reconcile the differences be¬ 
tween the companies. One said that Its 
competitor was financially “rotten” and 
the other charged that Its eomp:titor's 
property was "not worth a sou.” 

When Mr. Gates and his friends con¬ 
ceived the idea of launching a vast 
Southern Iron and coal trust. It was de¬ 
cided as the first step in the plan that 
one of the principal companies should 
be bought, and negotiations effected 
afterword vvHh the others. Control of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company 
has for many years* been floating in 
Wall atr^M, and a stock market coup 
was a comparatively easy matter to a 
set of men soVfamillar with stork mar¬ 
ket manipulation as are Mr. Gates and 
Mr. Hoardley. Tennessee Coal and Iron 
wns thereupon bought up in the open 
market, and negotiations were after¬ 
ward opened with the Slosa-Sheffleld 
Steel and Iron Company, the Alabama 
Consolidated Coal and Coke Company, 
the Sheffield Coal and Ir«m Company 
and the Southern end of the Republic 
Iron and Steel Company. 

T. G. Bush, president of the Alabama 
Consolidated Coal and Coke Company, 
said he was confident that consolidation 
would be effected. 

UNEASY FEELING IN 

CONGRESSIONAL BOSOMS. 


There’s No Knowing, You Know, 
What That Investigation May 
Bring To Light. 


New York. Feb. 22.—[Special.]—A 
Washington special to the Herald says: 

There is a growing feeling of uneasi¬ 
ness In congressional circles over the 
Investigation ordered by President 
Roosevelt of the affairs of thfe Stand¬ 
ard Oil Company. It is believed this’ 
investigation will bear as hard on 
Congress as It will on the Standard Oil 
Company, and that the revelations of 
the Post-office Department Investiga¬ 
tion will be surpassed by those of the 
dll fields. The Post-office scandal re¬ 
sulted In the Indictment of two United 
States Senators nnd the smirching of 
a large number of Representatives. It 
is said here there are members of 
Congress who are interested In the sub¬ 
leases which have been made of the 
Osage lands by the Illuminating Oil 
Company, whose lease is now before 
the Senate in the Indian Appropriation 
Bill.

UNDERWOOD WINS A SUIT. 


Washington, Feb. 22.—[Special.]—The 
fight In the Republican camp over the 
Public Buildings and Grounds Bill Is 
getting red hot. Prominent Republican 
members of the House are making epen 
threats that unless the Speaker gives 
the bill a rule a resolution will be of¬ 
fered by Chairman Gillette, of the 
committee, directing the Rules Com 
mittee to bring in a rule.

Whether It Is all talk remains to 
be seen, but heretofore threats against 
the House machine have not counted 
for much. A dozen times In the last 
four years.the autocratic Rules Com¬ 
mittee has blocked legislation favored 
by a big majority of the members, a 
majority which at the last moment has 
thrown up its hands and surrendered 
completely. Only once in the past four 
Congresses has anything like a break 
occurred In the Republican House 
ranks. That was in the early stages 
of the Cuban reciprocity movement, 
when a score of beet sugar Republicans 
Joined the Democrats In voting for an 
amendment taking off the differential 
on refined sugar.

No More Reports. 

Speaker Cannon has notified the 
chairmen of committees not to bring 
in any *more reports at this session;

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Indirect Rebates. 

The law to establish on oli refinery In 
Kansas ha* had the effect of concen¬ 
trating pufoUc attention all over the 
country on the methods of the Ctannrd 
OU Company. While that organization 
ha* abundant means both for an ag¬ 
gressive and defensive warfare, It Is 
already apparent that it is going to 
have a good deal of work on its hands. 

The rebates granted by railroads to 
the Standard Oil Company are 
an* old subject. They have not 
only been the object of many 

attacks In the press, but have 

been often carried Into courts of Jus¬ 
tice. The Federal law against rebates, 
however, la comparatively new. and no 
doubt has made some difference in the 
Situation. Already a case of an indi 
red rebate has been tpassed upon in 
court and pronounced a mere evasion 
of the law. Other charges of a similar 
character are corning forward, and will 
have to be met. 

A cunning plan for indirect rebates 
has been outlined by some who have 
been conducting Investigations. They 
•ay that,. Instead of -paying a direct 
rebate to the Oil Trust, certain roads 
moke contracts for oiling their cars 
at enormously high prices. The com 
pany doing this work Is an offshoot of 
the Standard OU Company, and In this 
•way the oil company gets an indirect 
rebate in the freight it has paid to the 
railroad company. But In this way 
the Standard Oil Company gets some¬ 
thing more than a rebate on the freight 
ft pays to the railroad which trans¬ 
ports large quantities of its oil, for it 
is enabled to force other smaller roads, 
•whldh do not carry much oil, to pay 
the same excessive prices for oiling 
their cars, or to allow tbem to be ruin, 
♦d for the want of such service. 

Charges of this sort are easily made 
end sometimes difficult to prove, but the 
methods of many trusts are so tortuous 
that there is a good deal of probability 
attaching to these charges. At any 
rate, It Is aiH>arent that there is to be 
en investigation of all these practices, 
and It will tax the Ingenuity of the 
Standard Oil people to prevent many 
of their methods from becoming public 
property. _ 


every Unionist and of every member of 
the Cabinet.

The vote on the amendment was 236 
for its adoption to 286 against it—a ma¬ 
jority of fifty. This would seem suffi¬ 
cient, but it is amall when compared 
with the majority with which the pres¬ 
ent Cabinet came into power as the 
result of the last general elections In 
September and Odtober, 1900. As the 
result of those elections the Conserva¬ 
tives secured 334 seats and the Liberal 
Unionists, trfeJr allies, 65, together 402. 
As the distinction between the two 
parties is largely nominal now. it may 
be neglected. The Liberals won 186 
seats and the Nationalists, or Irish 
Rome Rulers, 82, together 268. Thus 
the Ministerialists, representing the 
coalition of Conservatives and Liberal 
Unionists, had a majority of 134 over 
aW. Elections to ftH vacancies and de¬ 
fecations have reduced that majority 
considerably. Last week on the tariff 
amendment the Government had a ma¬ 
jority of 63. On the amendment offered 
by Mr. Redmond thi9 wa.s still further 
reduced, but it was sufficient to keep 
the present Ministers in the offices to 
which they cling with so much tenacity. 
Mr. Balfour announces that he will not 
pay any attention to a defeat on snap 
divisions, bull will only give way to a 
formal vote of want of confidence in his 
Govern men it. In saying -this he refers 
to a common procedure among British 
Ministers to make a particular bill or 
resolution a Government measure and 
to announce that its rejection will be 
considered tantamount to a vote of 
want of confidence In the Ministers. Mr. 
BaJfour does not intend to take any 
such chances but to cling to office until 
he is kicked out.

In 
discussing tihe proposition the Irlf»h 
members and those who agreed with 
♦hem made it the text for arguments 
Sn favor of Home Rule for Ireland, 
against which the Conservative party 
Is bound to protest. The Ministerial¬ 
ists were therefore placed in the alti¬ 
tude of voting down a proposition w hich 
they admitted to be true. Mr. Redmond 
Is entitled to much credit for ingenuity 
In placing the majority In this sort of 
dilemma* 

Mr. Balfour, the Prime Minister, said 
that every Unionist and every one ryf 
his Ministers agreed that the broad 
Jflnes now existing as to the Govermnent 
In Ireland were not lines that should 
be preserved. One cannot but note In 
•this utterance the disposition to use 
language for the purpose of concealing 
in a measure !he thoughts of the speak¬ 
er. But measured and guarded as were 
Mr. Balfour’s words, they went far be 
yond the declaration of the amendment, 
which simply said the Government In 
Ireland was against the will of the Irish 
people. Mr. Balfour could not deny this 
but he went a step further and eaid 


not alone the off¬ 
spring of want. The 
old Moorish blood 
the nomadic spirit 
still tinge character 
hereabout. The free, outdoor life of 
the gypsy, the campfire and tho kettle, 
perhaps have their reflections—and 
many beggars, some In rags, and some 
In togs, and a few In what seem once 
to have been better gowns, prefer the 
highway, and the modem stand-and- 
dellver method of getting a livelihood.

The French love to dance and to 
sing, but at bottom I have a fancy that 
the Spaniards love music more than 
the French. The Cafes Chantants of 
Barcelona are famous. They are also 
numerou^. Two of them indeed are 
fax and away ahead of the Moulin 
Rouge in Paris, and the Alhambra In 
London; equally as brilliant, whilst 
much more odd and attractive. 

There is little or no vulgarity on the 
stage. The deml-mondalne la around 
of course, but she Is neither Impudent 
nor aggressive, keeps In the back 
ground and shows fewer signs of do 
bauchery than elsewhere. In public 
and In Spain Carmen must behave her 
self. Calve makes up the part, and 
sings and plays It very well, as such 
parts go; but In actual life I have seen 
many such who could far surpass her 
acting In the decorous, albeit decollete, 
graces and the pretty, though artificial 
modesty of the real wanton. 

Th?y dance divinely—particularly the 
Andalusians. None of them rely upon 
high-kicking and short skirts. Their 
use of the castanet possesses a rhythm 
no less than a rattle all their own. 
They melt and die awny In the lan¬ 
guor of the music, and. presto, a shim¬ 
mer of white tulle, a flash of red- satin 
and black eyes, they are gone. The 
very walter-glrls about the tables are 
the neatest little creatures imaginable, 
gentle and shy, with none of the ef¬ 
frontery and solicitation of the French 
—none either of the ogling, or, When 
denied, the bad temper. They answer 
when they are spoken to. They will 
even sit at table If Invited. In case 
they do, their tipple Is usually a 
beaker of boiling milk! Just as the 
citizens of Monaco are forbidden to 
gamble at Monte Carlo are the walter- 
glrls of Barcelona forbidden to drink 
whilst on duty. Yet, they keep late 
hours, these Cafes Chantants—about 
and after 11 o’clock at night.

w e n t y years 
ago. at a banquet 
in Paris, that I met 
Emilio Castelar. A 
mutual friend carried us away after 
the post-prandial ceremonies to a com¬ 
fortable Hole-ta-the-Wall, where we 
passed the greater part of the remain¬ 
ing night. His style of speaking, and. 
Indeed, his entire personality, remind¬ 
ed me of Mr. Lamar, of Mississippi, 
who had Just entered Mr. Cleveland's 
Cabinet; the circumstance pleased him; 
and we soon fell Into the most familiar 
and agreeable conversation. 

The greatest of modern Spaniards 
loved Washington and Lincoln. He 
was a Republican, and had worked out 
for himself the problem of Republican 
Government. The opportunity to apply 
his theories to Spain came to him, and 
he failed miserably. There were not 
wanting those who argued thence his 
unfitness for practical rulership, to 
draw learned contrasts between the 
world’s men of action and Its orators, 
to write. In short, dissertations upon 


1th Illustrations from Mlrabeau to 
Bismarck, from Napoleon to Cavour. 
ind to Castelar himself. 

After all, whnt Is success In Govern¬ 
ment, even In war. except opportunity? 
Suppose either Hoehe. or Marceau, or 
both of them, had lived and returned 
to Paris from their victorious cam¬ 
paigning on the Rhine—suppose Berno- 
dotte had not been the brother-in-law 
of Joseph Bonaparte, which tied his 
hands that fateful day of the 18th 
Brumnlre—should we ever have heard 
pf Napoleon except as a brilliant young 
General of Italy? Bismarck tells us 
himself that on a certain occasion he 
planned the taking of his own life. Lee 
Is not thought less of because of his 
final surrender to Grant. The odds 
were too overwhelming. The .Confed¬ 
eracy was Impossible. It Is the coinci¬ 
dence of the man and the occasion; and 
Judged by this rule of time, person and 
place, the Republic of Emilio Castelar 
was Impossible; nor could any states¬ 
man, or warrior, have saved the day 
except by the sword. 

We talk of Cromwell; why, he was a 
butcher and a hypocrite. He a Repub¬ 
lican? In 1648 England was quite as 
ready for a Republican Government as 
were the colonies In 1776. Cromwell 
had a better chance to play the part 
afterward played by Washington than 
Washington had himself. In Cromwell 
the opportunity and the man had met, 
Put.—because of his ambition and his 
dishonesty, and not because of any 
lack of ability—ho failed, founding 
neither a Dynasty nor a Common¬ 
wealth. Even Napoleon did better than 
that. So, why should It be written that 
Castelar failed In Spain because, and 
solely because, he was a scholar and 
not a man of action? When Houston 
had succeeded in establishing the Re¬ 
public of Texas* Burr exclaimed: "I 
was thirty years before my time.** 
Maybe Burr was right. 

2 very distinctly recall the conversa¬ 
tion with Senor Castelar. Naturally, 
the talk took a retrospective and doc¬ 
trinal turn, for both of us had just 
spoken upon the ethics of popular Gov¬ 
ernment apropos of the then struggling 
Republic of France. Castelar declared 
that Spain, more than France, was the 
victim of Beaurocracy. In France, said 
he, there is some system, some Intel¬ 
ligence; in Spain nothing except pre¬ 
rogative, corrupt a»d corrupting. “The 
Spanish people’*—I think I quote very 
nearly his exact language—“are the 
most Democratic people In the world, 
and, the most conservative. They 
cling to their dignity and their sloth. 
Each would have his oWn way. But, as 
a body, they do not love liberty for the 
sake of liberty and they have no con¬ 
ception of liberty as a public asset, as 
a political quantity. I found this out 
too late to save myself a disaster. I 
had been an enthusiast, perhaps a 
dreamer; but as soon 'as I did tlnd it 
out. I reversed such engineries as 1 was 
still able to control, and refused to In¬ 
volve my country In my own ruin.” In 
other words, he had made no provision 
to retain power by force. He remained 
true to his Ideals. Rather than pur¬ 
chase success by the sacrifice of those 
Ideals, he stepped down and out. 

It Is easy enough to see now that he 
was right unless he had the spirit of 
Cromwell, the genius of Napoleon, as¬ 
sisted by fortune in the creation of a 
new’ order of things resting on all the 
odious features of the old order. 

The Democracy of which Castelar 
spoke Is plain enough to be seen. The 
average Spaniard Is as self-contained 
and sturdy as the wood-sawyer of the 
aphorism Is supposed to be. He Is his 
Individual self, independent, Isolated. 
He has no conception of concert of ac¬ 
tion, none of liberty, as a public force. 
He is not a Socialist. None . of the 
theories of the French Revolution 
reached him. He chooses to live In the 
past, and the past Is represented to his 
mind by the grandees and glories of 
the Medieval Ages. I know’ a few old 
Southerners who to this day believe 
that slavery was a divine Institution, 
that the duello was the best arbiter of 
honor, and that even the stage-coach 
and the river-steamer were preferable 
to the modern railway as vehicles of 
transit. 

Barcelona is the headquarters of So¬ 
cialism In Spain. But the Socialists 
are either foreigners, or else, if native, 
as crazy as Don Quixote. “They do not 
care for the people." the Concierge of 
the Grand Hotel said to me the other 
day, and then, with a grave smile of 
disdain peculiarly Cataldnlc, he added, 
"They care only for themselves." 

This Concierge is a character. He 
stands six feet in his stockings and 
looks like a Field Marshal. His man¬ 
ners are singularly winning, stately yet 
kindly, reserved, polished and urbane. 
His English, though halting, is excel¬ 
lent. He thinks out what he wonts to 
say In Spanish and then renders It with 
slow precision. Courage. Integrity, and 
modesty are written plainly in his 
countenance, which, for all Its serious 
ness, does not lack for sunshine, an 
he carries himself with a repose which 
may be described as self-respecting, not 
lethargic. Indeed, a readier, more use 
ful and obliging functionary I have 
never encountered. They should send 
for him at the St. R*gis and set him 
up as a sort of foil for Oscar Tschlrky 
He has none of Oscar's "glt-up-an-glt, 
but. in distinction and dignity he would 
fairly dazzle the swells of Swelldom!

Illustrious for their his¬ 
toric renown or for distinguished chic 
or military service, to be placed In the 
old hall of the House of Representa¬ 
tives. to be thereafter known as Statu¬ 
ary Hall. In compliance with this In¬ 
vitation nineteen States have presented 
statues of Illustrious citizens, fourteen 
of which hajke filled their quota. Mas¬ 
sachusetts has sent Wlnthrop and 
Samuel Adams; New Hump^h-lre, Stark 
and Webster; Vermont. Ethan Allen 
and Collamer; Rhode Island, Greene 
and Williams; Connecticut, Sherman 
and Trumbull; New York. George Clin¬ 
ton and Livingston; New Jersey, Stock- 
ton and Phil Kearney; Pennsylvania. 
Fulton and Muhlenberg; Maryland. 
Carroll and Hanson; West Virginia. 
Kenna and Plerpont; Ohio, Allen and 
Garfield; ytlssourl, Benton and Blair; 
Texas, Austin and Houston. Maine 
has sent William King; Indiana, Mor¬ 
ton; Michigan, Cass; Wisconsin, Mar¬ 
quette. Kansas a few weeks ago sent 
Ingalls, and now Illinois, which had 
previously honored Shields, contributes 
the statue of Miss Willard. Virginia. 
Kentucky and a few other States, em¬ 
barrassed by the wealth of names 
l^nom which selection has to be made, 
have as yet made no contribution to 
this Valhalla of the nation. 

Like them. Illinois has not until now 
been able to fill the vacant niche, and 
the honor Is rendered all the greater 
to the recipient of this recognition by 
the long list of distinguished names 
from which selection could be made. 
Omitting Lincoln and Grant, who are 
of national rather than State rank, 
there are Pope and Nlnlan Edwards of 
territorial prominence worthy of recog¬ 
nition; there are Douglas*. Judge Davis, 
Logan. Palmer, Trumbull. McCIertiand 
and others distinguished for their civic 
or military service. That a woman, 
whose laurels were won outside 
of the channcds In which success 
deemed a prerequisite for fame 
among men, should have been selected 
for such distinction is worthy of more 
than passing comment. Had her sue 
cess In the school of reform been lim¬ 
ited to her State. It might be charged 
that her selection was due to a species 
of compromise, the friends of each of 
the distinguished men unable to secure 
the honor preferring to see It conferred 
on Miss Willard rather than have the 
prize go to some nmle rival. But the 
eminence won by the recipient of the 
distinction, not only In her own State 
and country, but in foreign lands, by 
her eloquence and systematic labor in 
temperance reform, leaves no question 
of the genuineness of the award as an 
expression of her State’s estimate of 
her worth/ She was not of the school 
of Carrie Nation, who seems to regard 
force as an element of conversion, nor 
of the political school of those women 
who proclaim suffrage as the weapon 
of reform, but a gentle, refined and 
Christian teacher, by example as well 
as precept, who knew how to imbue 
multitudes with her own sincerity, zeal 
and elevated spirit of reform.

NORTH SEA REPORT 

Will Express No Opinion As To Pres¬ 
ence of Torpedo Boats. 

Paris, Feb, 22.—A semi-official state¬ 
ment appeared to-night relative to the 
work of the international commission 
which has been considering the North 
sea Incident. It is as follows: 

The Hull commission met thJs morn¬ 
ing In the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
and again this afternoon, in order to 
procreed to a final examination of the 
report recapitulating its conclusions. 
The report is rather long, comprising 
about ten large pages. The principal 
author Is Admiral von Spaun (Aus¬ 
trian); but all the members of the com¬ 
mission collaborated In drawing it up. 
The commission gives no opinion on the 
question of the presence or absence of 
Japanese torpedo boats In the North 
sea. declaring merely that the Russian 
Admiral legitimately believed that his 
squadron was endangered and that he 
had the right under th tt circumstance* 
to act as he did. The commissioners re¬ 
fer to the Russian Government's en 
gagements to Indemnify the victims of 
the deplorable Incident. The report will 
bo sent to-morrow by special messen¬ 
gers to the Russian and British Gov¬ 
ernments.** 

The public sitting for the reading of 
the conclusions will probably be held 
on Saturday.

Of the total fund of $3,000,000, <dgl»t 
hundred thousand dollars was In bonds 
Issued during the reconstruction period 
In Florida and Mississippi, which 
proved to be worthless. After 
setting aside $1,000,000 for the 
Nashville normal school, named for 
the benefactor, there remains $1,200,000 
to be appropriated which. It Is an¬ 
nounced by the board, will be attrib¬ 
uted among other educational Institu¬ 
tions In the South when the trustees 
hold their next meeting In the fall.

Over Reported Decision of the North 
Sea Commission. 

London, Feb. 23.—A strong cthord of 
Indignation Is sounded by the I»ndon 
dally newspapers this morning over the 
semi-official statement relative to the 
decision of the North Sea Commission 
giving to Russia the victory, but It is 
st111 hoped that the publication of the 
full text of the commission’s report 
may modify the Impression produced by 
the preliminary version, which Is one 
of intense disappointment. 

GRIPENBERG’S ATTACK 

On Kuropatkin Has Caused Indigna¬ 
tion At Mukden. 

Mukden, PeU. 22.—A company of Cos< 
sacks, which has returned from a long 
and perilous reconnoissance In the di 
rectlon of Korea, penetrated the moun¬ 
tain paths as far as Hagournin, eight¬ 
een miles west of the Yalu river, where 
they found and burned a large depot 
of Japanese provisions. Turning south 
the Russians captured a transport of 
supplies.

He left Manchuria unceremoni¬ 
ously. without taking leave of the Com- 
ra&nder-lxt»chief T Even Gen. Gripen¬ 
berg’s friends say that, no matter what 
grievances he may have had, the pres¬ 
ent is not a fit time for venting person¬ 
al feelings.

WAITED TOO LONG TO EXPLAIN 


[To th© Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 

Smarting under Rome criticism spoken in 
the Congress of the United Stab© In con¬ 
nection with bl9 acting ©a Adjutunt Gen¬ 
eral of the State of Massachusetts wh,1 ° 
being on the pay roll of the Unit'd Stales, 
G*n.

It Is unfortunate for Gert. Miles that he 
has allowed this statement to bo so long 
delayed. He now himself reopens the sub¬ 
ject. It Is now nearly forty years since 
these transactions which affected Mr. 
Davis' Imprisonment took place, and have 
become a part not only of the history of 
the United States, but of the world. It 
is very late to change or modify them. 
They are transactions of the past, over 
which no man has control. They must 
stand or fall by what was said or done at 
the time of their happening. 

I propose briefly to review Oen. Miles* 
treatment of President Davis In the light 
of historical facts and to show tliet the 
four decades which have passed since the 
horrible occurrences at Fortress Monroe 
have not mltlguted nor palliated the out¬ 
rage that was perpetrated upon that 
helpless, defenseless prisoner

When this horrible order was to bo ex¬ 
ecute! Air. Davis pleaded that it be de¬ 
lay'd until Gen. Miles could be commu¬ 
nicated with. Gen. Miles put hhnaolf in 
such a position that he could not hear 
the plea of this weak and despairing pris¬ 
oner. lie hod left the fort so that no 
appeal could reach hw ears, and there 
wa» nothing left for his subordinates hut 
to enforce his hideous ami shocking order. 

The execution of this plan to humiliate 
Mr. Davis was conceived, we have a right 
to ajtaume, from accompanying cjrcum* 
stances, by the Secretary of War. the 
Assistant Secretary of War and Gen. Hnl- 
leck. Oimmcinding General. They ware 
unwilling to assume the responsibility of 
such a crime against a helpless man who 
repreeontod a brave und chivalrous peo¬ 
ple. and so they put the execution of It 
within the dteeretron of Gen Mile*, and 
it seems that Gen. Miles most willingly 
carried ou 4 the suggestion, If not the 
desires, •/f his stuperlors, and exercised 
the discretion ami enforced Th* order In 
the most brutal wny, and thereby forever 
placed a stain upon American honor.

Unnecessary, Cruel, Humiliating. 


As I understand the defense of Gen. 
Miles It Is fourfold: First, that there was 
uoim* fear that Mr. Davis might attempt 
to escape; second, that Mr. Davis was 
not treated unkindly; third, that he Is 
not responsible for having manacles put 
upon Mr. Davis, and. fourth, that Mrs. 
Davit* and Mrs. Clay thanked him for 
what he had done for Mr. Davis and Mr. 
Clay. 

It Is necessary to get a few' facts before 
the mind in order to properly discuss this 
question. 

Gen. I.*© had surrendered his armies at 
Appomattox on April 9. lb«M. Gen. Joseph 
K. Johnston had surrendered his armies In 
North Carolina on the 2ttth of April, lkdY 
Gen. Taylor had surrendered his armies 
on the 4th of May. lfcw. and on the day 
following that on which Mr. Du vis was 
put In IronB by ortler of Gen. Miles the 
armies of the United States which had 
engaged In the great civil conflict were to 
be mustered out at the country's capital 
and return to the pursuits of peace. 

Mr. Davis reached Fortress Monroe on 
the Huh day of May. 1865. His Jailer. 
Gen. Miles, was present to receivo him. 

At that time Mr. Davis was fifty-six 
years of age nnd had lost the use of one 
eye by neuralgia, and the terrible physical 
and mental strain through which ho h<ui 
pitsanl had resulted In extreme emacia¬ 
tion and feebleness. 

Something In Oen. Mills' character 
suggested to the Iron-souled Stanton und 
marble-hearted Halleck his tltness for (lie 
work to which he was ass.gned, and that 
a mere hint from his superiors would be 
sufficient to secure from, him a ready 
compliance with any cruel or vindictive 
measure or any bitter humiliation which 
should be meted out to Mr. Davis.

Mr. Davis Was Manacled. 


Mr. Davis was manacled on the 23d daj/ 
of May, 1865. four days after hla arrival. 
He hud been placed In a stone casemate 
at Fortress Monroe. He had been given 
a cot und a coarse mattress and a hair 
pillow', and the food furnished to him was 
such us that given to strong, healthy sol¬ 
diers. This was brought on a tin plate, 
placed upon a table standing by his side, 
and the soldiers who bore It and paced 
by his cell were forbidden to speak a 
single word to their invalid and lnflrm 
captive. 

In the email room occupied by Mr. 
X>avts tw'o sentinels were stationed, who 
pared up and down night and day on 
either side of his cot. and in an adjoining 
room an officer and other soldiers were 
stationed. Outside of this door paced 
other Sentlnpls, whose tramp, tramp, 
tramp resounded along the echoing ma¬ 
sonry of the fortress night and day. 

No man who came in contact, with Mr. 
Pnvis except his surgeon was allowed to 
speak to him, and after a while even his 
surgeon was forbidden to speak to him 
except professionally. 

Ail books except the Bible and prayer- 
book were refused. No papers were j>er- 
m it ted to enter his Cell. His correspond¬ 
ence with even his wife and children was 
examined by Gen. Miles^and sentences 
and paragraphs oftentimes cut out. 

• • • 

Issued Peremptory Orders. 


These were the existing conditions when 
on the 23d of May, 1865. Gen. Miles Issued 
peremptory orders to Capt. Jerome E. 
Titlo. of the Third Pennsylvania cavalry, 
to enter Mr. Davis' cell with a blacksmith 
end to place upon his feet manacles of 
Iron about five-eighths of on Inch thick 
and connected together by a chain of like 
weight. Mr. Davis resisted, was threat¬ 
ened with the bayonet. At la»t he was 
thrown upon his couch, soldiers sal upon 
his limbs and by force the manacles were 
riveted on his anklen connected with the 
chain, 

Gen. Miles was then twentv-slx years 
of ag»*. No plea of infancy will uvall as 
a Justification of his cruel and malignant 
wrong. 

In 191)2 he causes to be issued a pamph¬ 
let. which was printed in Washington by 
Gibson Bros. In this pamphlet, as a 
quasi Justification of his conduct, is pub¬ 
lished the rewards offered by Andrew 
Johnson, President of the United States, 
for Mr. Davis, Mr. Clay. Mr. Thomps n 
•nd others, and he revamps the old story 
that Mr. Davis was hunted down and 
captured in the disguise of a woman 

“He even had the temerity to quote from 
the records of the Bureau of Military Jus¬ 
tice. which have been scorned and es¬ 
chewed by the honest men of the Repub¬ 
lican party even In those days of political 
excitement and passion. 

• • • 

Gen. Halleck’s Order. 

To Justify this Inhuman thing Gen. 
Miles quotes an order of Gen. Halleck. 
That order Is in the following words: 

“The commanding General of the Dis¬ 
trict Is authorized to take any nddltlonal 
precautions he may deem necesaarv for 
tho security of his prisoners. 

“H. W. HALLECK. U. S V . 

“Commanding.

etc. 

“Fort Monroe, May 22. ISIS.” 

But his chief reliance Is a subsequent 
order Issued by Charles A Dana. AseJxt-

He also files a letter from H. S. Burton, 
Brigadier General, but Gen. Burton was 
careful to any that he did not com* to 
Fortress Monroe until December 12. 1865. 

The same Is true of MaJ. Wm. Hays, 
but he did not arrive at Fortress Monro© 
until February 15, ISM. nine months after 
Mr. Davis had come.

Letters Were Not Pertinent 

Some other letters were gotten, but 
non** of them reached the real question In 
Issue. The truth Is. that ulmost all of 
them admit that they knew nothing 
about the factrt 

Gen. Miles has waited nearly forty 
years to try to Justify his conduct. A 
thousand times. In his imagination, doubt- 
loss, there has com© before him the 
shocking scene In the < asemate at Fort¬ 
ress Monroe on the 23d of May, 18Cd. when 
he forced this Indignity and humiliation 
on this brave and noble man. 

After forty years of consideration, Gen. 
Mile* ha© not been able to devise an ex¬ 
cuse that will even mitigate or palllato, 
much leas Justify, his conduct. 

It would have been Tar better If Oen. 
Miles after viewing all the circumstance©, 
would have frankly confessed that he had 
done n great wrung, and to have said 
that it was under olEcumetances of ex¬ 
citement and passion, and th© war hav¬ 
ing parsed away, with calm and cooler

Washington* Feb. 22 .—[Special.]—Tho 
Rivers and Harbors BUI provoked con¬ 
siderable debate In the House to-day. 
most of It entirely favorable to the 
measure, as the speakers w'ere generally 
members of the committee. All except 
committee amendment© were promptly 
voted down* Representative Sims, of 
Tennessee, got through an amendment 
for a survey of the Big Sandy river 
(In Tennessee) from the mouth to the 
town of Big Sandy. The amendment 
hod Chairman Burton’s approval. 

Representative Gaines, of Nashville, 
mad© a vigorous speech against the 
manner In which the committee had 
appropriated for the Cumberland river. 
The bill carries appropriations for this 
river, but nearly all of it goes to the 
State of Kentucky through the erection 
of a lock below Burnside. Mr. Gaines 
said thi® appropriation was made In 
the Interest of the Cincinnati Southern 
railroad. He declared the reports of 
the engineering officers had been disre¬ 
garded by thecotmnlttee; that these offi¬ 
cers were of the opinion that the lower 
Cumberland should be first improved 
and then the upper Cumberland.

CANAX ZONE BELL 

And the Swayne Case Occupy Atten¬ 
tion of the Senate. 

Washington. Feb. 22.—'The Senate to¬ 
day considered the bill providing fur 
a civil government for the Panama 
canal zone. The question of the Gov¬ 
ernment’© ownership of the Panama 
railroad and its relationship to the 
general question of Government owner¬ 
ship of railroads was debated freely. 
Consideration of the bill was not com¬ 
pleted when the Senate adjourned for 
want of a quorum.

Higgins said there were only fbur more 
witnesses to be introduced In Judge 
Swayne ’8 Interest, and that they would 
not occupy to exceed forty minutes,

Both sides agreed that not to excc*ed 
twm hours’ more time would be re¬ 
quired for the Introduction of testi¬ 
mony. 

BUST OF WASHINGTON 

Presented To , United States With 
Compliments of France. 

Washington, Feb. 22.—Ambassador 
Jusserand presented to Congress to¬ 
day the replita of the original bust of 
George Washington, w'hlch was de¬ 
stroyed by a fire In the Library of 
Congress In 1851. The ceremonies took 
place In the rotunda at the Capitol, 
where the bust was unveiled, and In 
the President’s room In the Senate 
wing, where speeches were made by Lhe 
Ambassador on behalf of the French 
donors and by Senator Wettmore. of 
Rhode Island, and Representative Me- 
Cleary, of Minnesota, on behalf of the 
tw'o branches of Congress. President 
Pro Tem. Frye, of the’ Senate, pre¬ 
sided. 

The French Ambassador placed In a 
receptacle of the pedestal documents 
containing a history of the bust, and 
announced that the acceptance by the 
United States of the gift from France 
sealed eternal friendship between the 
nations. 

Senator Wettmore read a resolution 
adopted by Congress accepting the gift.

All over the city numbers 
have been repeated on the «ime block 
from on*, to four times Fraction* are 
used In many places. One block will bear 
numiiors o-f a certain hundred, while after 
three or four. pt*s.bly more vacant lots, 
the next occupied block will bear the 
numi>crs used on the preceding block. 
When houses arc built on the*e vacant 
squares confusion Is bound to occur, Be- 
aides on smaller str*w« ruch ns Esquire, 
Crop. Eddy and Plrtlc*. the odd numbers 
are on tho even side of the street, and 
vice versa. The same Is true of many 
alleys, caused in most case* by oeturpanta 
of house* using tt umber* of houses In 
front of those they occupy, in addition 
there are miles and miles of houses that 
have no numbers whatever No com¬ 
ments arc necessary; we need the city re¬ 
numbered.

"Now. what shall wedo In order to 
reconcile the people to a change, to es¬ 
tablishing a plan which shall be per¬

Head of the New Turf As¬ 
sociation Keturns To 
Louisville. 


NEW ORLEANS WEATHER BAD. 


Sixteen-day Meeting At Churchill 
Downs With Derby Day Set 
For May 10. 


MEMPHIS MAY JOIN CLUB. 


J. WINN, vice president of th© 
New Louisville Jockey Club 
and the newly-elected presi¬ 
dent of the American Turf 
Association, arrived In the city yesterday 
from Nashville and the South, sphere he 
had been in the lntereat of the new turf 
body. 

“I had no Idea I waa to be made presi¬ 
dent of the new turf body," said Mr. 
Winn last night. “The matter wue set¬ 
tled before I reached Now Orleans, and 
I wag as greatly surprised us my friends 
were. I hod hoped to make a certain 
Louisville man secretary of th© new body, 
but certain Chicago Influences cropped up 
and I was unable to overcome them Mc¬ 
Allister. a city hall employe of Chicago, 
-4* the new secretary, and his ofllca will 
be in the Monodnock building. Chicago. 
It was necessary that the secretary be a 
Chicago man, and Mr. Corrigan and I re¬ 
luctantly agreed to this condition. 

“There Is every reason to believe the 
new turf body will b© a huge success 
There Is no such word ns fall. We have 
the horses, the tracks, the horsemen, the 
public, the sympathy—in fact everything 
that will give us success. The meeting at 
New Orleans has been handicapped by 
bad weather, but It is bound to get better. 
At New» Orleans last Saturday we had 
between 8,000 and 9,000 people as specta¬ 
tors, with twenty-one books In line. The 
new track is losing but $1,000 a day. while 
tho old track is losing at least $2,090 a 
day. We are prepared to lose R00.O00 at 
the Crescent City on thia meeting, though 
I don't think we will loss anything like 
half that sum. The horses at both tracks 
nr© poor, but at tho new track th© class 
will get better as the animal© of Pat 
Dunne, Ed Corrigan. Tom McDowell, 
Capt. S S. Brown and others get In shape. 
We have more horses there than wo can 
take care of. nnd new stables are being 
built ns rapidly as possible. 

“Derby day In Loulsvtllue will be Wed¬ 
nesday, May 10. and the Louisville meet¬ 
ing will continue for sixteen days. The 
New Orleans meeting will last until 
April 16, and then the sport will move up 
the line. Our dates were decided on at a 
meeting at Nashville yesterday. wh**re 
it was sfaetd that Memphis wdbtd Join 
our circuit as soon as Latonia gets in. 

“The Latonia matter Is still In the 
courts. It may be decided this week, and 
It may not be decided until March 1 All 
tho Western Jockey Club people are beg¬ 
ging Memphis to hold out against us, but 
they will not do it If I^atonla joins us. 
Nashville «nd Memphis have nn under¬ 
standing. and ns soon ns Latonia comes 
our way Memphis will flop, and that w?|| 
mean the end of the Western Jockey 
Club. W© will have a great meeting 
here, no matter what happens. Every¬ 
body Is agreed on this, nnd with Derby 
day as late us May 10 more three-year- 
olds will start than ever before. The 
Kentucky Derby has always been run too 
early In the spring, nnywav, for th© boat 
coltf to st.irt We will rutfi preparations 
for our meeting from now on.

Frank Farrell at one time owned one 
of th© largest stables of thoroughbreds 
In the country. That was three years 
ago. To-day he is practically without a 
race horse 7s h© glad of the change? Ask 
him and yon will see a smile nome over 
his fu.ee. It cost Farrell $40.0W dining 
the period he was on th© turf to t>e a 
horeo ow'ner. During his early career he. 
Ilk© many another novice at the gam.?, 
was lucky at(d won a number of the im¬ 
portant races. 

La**t yvar. however, he struck a streak 
of bad luok. His hordes be^amo prac¬ 
tically worthless, and only a few old sell¬ 
ing platers carried his white and black 
colors to victory. He was so discour¬ 
aged at the end of last fall that he- said 
to Frank Weir, his trainer: “Take th© 
horses down to Dennings, and if you 
bring one of them bock 1 11 shoot every 
on© and you in th© bargain." Weir Is alive 
to-day.

JEFFERSONVILLE IS AROUSED. 


SPECULATION AS TO WHO WILL 
BE NEXT POSTMASTER. 


ALL WATCHING NEWT. MYERS. 


Evangelist C. F. Barrett, who Is now 
conducting a revival at Wall-street 
Methodist Episcopal church. hns.Ieffer- 
lOnvllle worked up to a fever heat, and 
the crowd that turned out to hear him 
Inst night filled the building and many 
had to leave because comfortable seats 
could not be secured. He preached 
from the text: “Three Unscrupulous 
Doctors Who Are Doing a Damnable 
Business in Jeffersonville.” The 
catchy subject caused many business 
men to attend the services, and the en¬ 
tire series has been marked b> the 
outpouring of men who are prominent 
In the city, several of them having 
been converted. 

War is being waged by Evangelist 
Barrett against the Elks’ club room 
and much bitter feeling has been 
aroused. During his sermon Tuesday 
night he took for his text “The Brazen 
Serpent.” and during his talk he re¬ 
ferred to the "Elks' Serpent,” which he 
alleged was worse than any other sa¬ 
loon serpent In Jeffersonville. He 
served notice that front seats would 
be reserved for Elks last night, and 
many of them were present. Among 
the men who have been converted dur¬ 
ing the stay of Evangelist Barrett are 
some who are prominent In Jefferson¬ 
ville Lodge No. 362, B. P. O. E., and 
It was through the talks of Evangelist 
Barrett that the question of what 
right a secret order had to sell liq¬ 
uor In a club room was brought up by 
Mr. HenHel In the Council. 

Sentiment is divided in the order as 
to whether Evangelist Barrett is pur¬ 
suing the right course In his denun¬ 
ciations, and those who are opposed to 
him claim he has not a fair under¬ 
standing of the club room. It Is de¬ 
nied drinks are sold there for money or 
to strangers. It is also vigorously de¬ 
nied that gambling Is allowed. It Is 
admitted, however, that bottled beer Is 
served, and stronger drinks, too. under 
a Government license, but payment Is 
made by members only, who buy 
checks to keep up the quarters, and 
those are turned in for the refresh¬ 
ments. Members are allowed to take 
friends with them to the duty room, 
but the Invited guests cannot purchase 
checks. 

The springing of the question in the 
City Council Tuesday night by Mr. 
Hensel haa started a great deal of In¬ 
quiry as to whether the club room 
could be run without a State and coun¬ 
ty license, and some of the Jefferson¬ 
ville attorneys give it as their opinion 
that the law could be made to reach 
the resort, but after the present storm 
blows over It is not believed the move¬ 
ment will continue. 

Evangelist Barrett has also paid his 
respects to the Engles and served no¬ 
tice from the pulpit that he is per¬ 
sonally responsible for his utterances. 
He claims to have seen both sides of 
life In his time and is not talking with¬ 
out experience.

Action At Louisville. 


THREE-CENT CUT STILL GOES. 


MOBILE AND OHIO ALSO GETS 
. INTO LINE. 


ANOTHER MEETING PLANNED. 


The 'Frisco system, whose reduction 
In grain rates to the Carolinas caused 
a meeting of the Southeastern Missis¬ 
sippi Valley Freight Committee to be 
held in Louisville February 16 and 17. 
has repudiated the action of that meet¬ 
ing, At that meeting it was agreed to 
establish a grain Inspection at Nash - 1 
vllle as the best solution of the trouble 
among the roads represented In the 
meeting. The representative of the 
’Frisco system agreed to submit the 
action of the committee to hls road, 
but would not be bound by the com¬ 
mittee pending the decision of his road. 
A telegram to the Courier-Journal In 
answer to an Inquiry said the ’Frisco 
system would "stand pat” on the re¬ 
duced grain rate to the Carolinas in 
spite of the action at Louisville and Its 
agents and others Interested had been 
notified to that effect. 

The meeting, at which the subject 
was the main feature of discussion, was 
called us a result of the reduction made 
by the 'Frisco system. The 'Frisco of¬ 
ficials announced that a cut of three 
cents on the 100 pounds would be made 
on grain from Memphis to the Caro- 
lfnas, giving as their reasons that thi? 
relations regarding the administration 
of rates from some of tl^e Ohio and 
Mississippi river crossings were unfair 
to them, and that the reduction on 
their part w-ould rectify this discrimi¬ 
nation. 

The plan of adjustment proposed at 
the meeting here was that the lines 
composing the Southeastern Mississippi 
Valley Association should submit to 
certain grain inspection at Nashville, 
relative to adjusting the rates satis¬ 
factorily to all concerned. The repre¬ 
sentatives of the 'Frisco lines only 
agreed to lay the proposition before the 
officials of their lines at St. Louis. The 
statement given out at St. Louis yes¬ 
terday indicates that the adjustment 
has been repudiated by the 'Frisco peo¬ 
ple. 

An official of one of the interested 
lines operating out of Louisville said 
last night that he did not believe other 
competing roads w*ouId conform to the 
reduction, but that the trouble would 
be adjusted in some satisfactory man¬ 
ner In the near future. He said that 
the represenatlves of the various In¬ 
terested lines would request that u 
meeting be held wlthjn the next week 
or ten days for the purpose of adjusting 
matters. 

It la understood that the Mobile and 
Ohio railroad has followed In the wake 
of the 'Frisco lines, and has made a 
three-cent reduction on grain from Cai¬ 
ro to the Carolinas. If this Is true the 
Illinois Central railroad, which Is a 
Cairo line, will be affected by the cut. 
It Is said the M. and O. buses its re¬ 
duction on the ground that the action 
of the ‘Frisco line in reducing the rate 
from Memphis makes It necessary for 
it to reduce the rate to eqUulize mat¬ 
ters. The points known as the Ohio 
river crossings, which are affected by 
the reduction, are Cairo, Memphis, 
Evansville and Cincinnati.

COAL OPERATORS HOLD 

CONFERENCE HERE. 


Routine Work of Association Consid¬ 
ered and Arrangements Made 
For Convention. 


Routine business only was transacted 
yesterday by the coal operators of the 
Western district of Kentucky, at the 
regular monthly meeting of the organi¬ 
zation, which was held at Seribacb's 
Hotel. The attendance was the best 
which has been had for several months 
on account of the close approach of the 
convention which Is to fix the wage 
scale and settle conditions at the mines 
for the coming year. A committee was 
appointed to request the Mayor of Lou¬ 
isville to allow the use of the Board of 
Councllmen'e chamber for the conven¬ 
tion of the operators and the confer¬ 
ence with the miners. Other rpinor de¬ 
tails of rhe convention w'ere arranged. 

The miners of the Western dlrtriet 
will meet In Louisville early in March, 
and the ive^k following a Joint con¬ 
vention with the operators of that dis¬ 
trict will be held The contract under 
which the miners are now working will 
expire on March 31. und an effort will 
be made to effect a new agreement be¬ 
fore that time. At present there are no 
differences between the operators and 
tin* miners, and It Is probable that the 
scale will be signed without any lengthy 
conference. The miners held their con¬ 
vention in Loulsvltle last year, being In 


session with the operators for almost 
two weeks before a contract was agreed 
upon. The session this year will prob¬ 
ably be much shorter._

ENEMIES OF STANDARD ACTIVE DECISION LOOKED FOR TO DAY. 


Washington, Feb. 22 .—Another chap¬ 
ter in the Osage oil tease Incident devel¬ 
oped to-day when Representative 
Stephens of Texas Introduced two reso¬ 
lutions In the t House addressing in¬ 
quiries to the Secretary of the Interior 
regarding the Foster lease of the oil 
anti gas lands belonging to the Osage 
Indians. One resolution calls on the 
Secretary to furnish the House with 
a copy of the Foster lease and of ajl 
sub-leases under that parent lease, giv¬ 
ing the dates of the approval or rejec¬ 
tion o? each and all correspondence on 
the subject.'

Authority Asked For. 


The other resolution asks under what 
act of Congress the Foster lease was 
made and under what authority of law 
the sub-leases were approved. The Sec¬ 
retary Is asked whether he did not 
ratify the sub-lease to the Almedii 
Company, and whether this was not the 
first sub-lease *»o ratified, and whether 
ho had not previously refused to ratify 
eub-ilease*. The resolution asks not only 
for the date of the ratification of the 
Almeda Rub-lea*e' but also culls for a 
list of the officers, directors and stock¬ 
holders of the Almeda Company with 
Information as to whether any of these 
persons me “persorraliy known or in 
any way related to him (the Secretary) 
and if so the name of such person and 
bow related."

Cincinnati, O.. Feb. 22.— [Special. 1— 
With two principal points in contro¬ 
versy, negotiations by telegraph were 
kept up at a hot pace all day between 
Archibald Stewart and his associates 
hacking the growers’ Burley tobacco 
corner and the Eastern men In the syn¬ 
dicate that offered to finance It. 

The syndicate also wants $250,000 add- 
«*d to the cash guaranty fund of $500,000 
raised by the association before nego¬ 
tiations were opened. These require¬ 
ments are the stumbling block. 

Neither do t(ie Cincinnati warehouse¬ 
men Interested think It would be possi¬ 
ble at this lute day to raise fin addi¬ 
tional $2.50.000 for the guaranty fund. 

They have asked by wire that the 
syndicate remove the requirement for 
the additional security, and that more 
money be promised for the comer. Un¬ 
less these conditions ore met the corner 
will be declnred off to-moiVow. 

The Cincinnati men do not believe 
that enough of the tobacco has been 
sold to materially affect the corner, de¬ 
spite the stories from Lexington. Sales 
in Lexington have been large, they 
argue, but they would not aggregate 
more than 1.500,000 pounds, and since 
the association had an excess over the 
three-quarters of the 125.000,000-pound 
crop It promised, 1,500,000 pounds would 
not have effect.

Montlcello, Ky., Feb. 22 .—[SpeclaT.j— 
The cohi weather of trie last few weeks 
and the low price of petroleum have 
materially retarded work ln the Wayne 
county oil field. Like mo9t of Ken¬ 
tucky. Wayne county has bad roads, 
there being only two pikes, one lead¬ 
ing from Montlcello to Burnside, the 
other from Montlcello up the Elk 
Spring valley. The various oil fields 
lie off these pikes at distances rang¬ 
ing from two to twenty miles. The 
heavier machinery used by the oper¬ 
ators can be hauled over the pikes 
very well, but when they leave these 
and take to the rough roads and the 
mountains the wagoners have a hard 
time. Though they perform wonders, 
there are a good many localities It Is 
Impossible for them to reach, and so 
the operators are having to wait for 
spring and summer, when the roads 
will be much improved, though still 
bad enough. And sometimes when the 
energetic operator or contr 
placed his machinery and la otherwise 
ready lor work, he finds that he can 
not get fuel, the cold weather having 
stopped the coal minors and the wood 
Choppers, or the rough roads making 
It Impracticable to haul either coal or 
wood. 

All operations. Including those begun 
In the summer and fall, are much ham¬ 
pered by scarcity of water. Many of 
the wells are on the mountains, and 
the long-continued drouth of the sum¬ 
mer and frill dried up the small pipes 
from the larger streams in the valleys, 
sometimes for a dlstltnce of some miles. 
In arranging these lines the’ oil men 
forgot that the thermometer sometimes 
falls below xero in Kentucky, and so 
In Id their pipes either on th® surface 
tu- near the surface. The result has 
not only been lack of water, and con¬ 
sequent delay In work, but also burs ted 
pipes and damaged machinery amount¬ 
ing to thousands of dollars. 

The resourceful operator says that 
he can overcome nil these difficulties, 
however, and that the thing that gives 
him most trouble Is the low price ol 
oil. which Is beyond his energy’ and In¬ 
genuity. A few months ago crude oil 
was $1.32. now it Is eighty cents. This 
difference of fifty-two cents would give 
even the small producer, say one own¬ 
ing 2 i ten-barrel well, a very nice in¬ 
come. To the man producing lfa) bar¬ 
rels a day It Is a Mg thing. And to 
make the matters worse, the producer* 
dn not know how much lower the price 
Will go.

FAMILY COUGHED 


WHILE JAMES LAMB CLIMBED 
INTO HIDING. 


Effort To Conceal Noise Failed and 
Deputy Marshal Made Cap¬ 
ture. 


Janies Lamb, former postmaster at 
At Ilia. Larue county, and Walter and 
Logan Skaggs, two brothers, also of 
that county, were landed in Jail yester¬ 
day as Federal prisoners by Jeff Guu- 
dlff, a deputy United States Marshal in 
the Bowling Green district, and UUey 
Richardson, a private detective, who 
nsMlsted Mr. Cun dill in locating and ar¬ 
resting the prisoners. Mr. Cundlff re¬ 
ported a lively skirmish with the men, 
who are under Indictment in the Fed¬ 
eral court for "moonshlnlng." 

Lamb’s arrest, according to the ac¬ 
count given of his capture by Mr. Cun¬ 
dlff. was* full of excitement, as Ldrnb is 
known as a wily man, having 
several times outwitted the officers and 
made his escape when his capture ap¬ 
peared certain. 

M Wd discovered n new ruse In 1 our 
chase after Lamb.” said Mr. Cundlff 
•'We approached his home In the dark, 
ond on account of the fact that tIn- 
ground about the house was muddy, 
we were close to the house before even 
the big dog learned of our presence. 
We Were right pn the dog when he was 
awaken d. When he saw us he began 
growling fiercely, and this apparently 
awakened Lnmb, for we heard him 
cough. We then knew he was In (he 
hom**\ Stationing my assistants about 
the house. I called to Lamb to sur¬ 
render. I recetved no answer, but there 
cmnnurnced two of the fiercest coughing 
bees 1 ever listened to. The children, 
the old woman and atl began barking as 
If they had the whooping cough. When 
finally the door was opened and we 
gained entrance to the Imuse I readily 
saw the ruse. The coughing was for 
the purpose of drowning the noise while 
Lamb crawled Into a scuttle hole In th* 
floor. We were told by his wife that 
he was not at home. We knew he was 
th^ce. however, os we had heard him 
wt-vt the coughing. A thorough p^nroh 
of the house revealed the hole in th** 
floor. Peering under the house, where 
there was scarcely room for a dog. we 
found Lamb, crouched close to the 
ground. It required all kinds of per¬ 
suasion and threats to get him out. 
even after we had located him." 

The Skaggs brothers are known In the 
county as moonshiners. They were In¬ 
dicted by the Federal grand Jury sev¬ 
eral months ago, and had succeeded In 
avadlng nrrest until the raid Tuesday 
night. Their Illicit still was destroyed 
lart summer.

BY NEGRO MAN. 


The birthday of the "Father erf his 
Couivtrv" was celebrated in Louisville 
yesterday to a greater extent than has 
been the custom of the present genera¬ 
tion. In the post decade Washington’s 
birthday has meant a holiday for 9 ohool 
children, a closing of the banks and 
public buildings, while otherwise busi¬ 
ness went on as usual and February 22 
was but little different from February 
21. Occasionally society recognized the 
day with a bad poudre. where the girls 
wore dresses of the colonial period. 

The change was marked yestenlay 
and a great w*ave of patriotism seemed 
to have swept over the city. The noise 
of fire crackers and/the blaze of fire¬ 
works was not common as on the 
Fourt of July, but more formal celebra¬ 
tions of the old-time character with 
orations on uhe life and Influence of 
George Washington, were held yester¬ 
day than ever before In Louisville. The 
city seemed to take a day off from the 
maid whirl of twentieth century activ¬ 
ity to go back to the days of the Revo¬ 
lution to study the character and the 
aims of the man who was ’’first In war, 
first in peace, and first In the hearts 
of his countrymen."

Special religious services, with an 
address by Bishop (’buries E. Wood¬ 
cock. were held In honor of Washing¬ 
ton's birthday by the local organiza¬ 
tion of the Sons of the Revolution last 
evening at Christ Church cathedral. 
The church was decorated In American 
Hags. The service was the regular 
choral evensong of the EpiBCop.il 
church, while the music was appro¬ 
priately selected. The national hymn, 
"Our Country, 'Tlx of Thee," was sung, 
and the processlonnl was “Ancient of 
Days. Who Sit’st Enthroned In Glory." 
The service was read by the Very Rev. 
Charles Ewell Craik, chaplain of the 
local branch of the Sons of the Revo¬ 
lution. The ushers were selected from 
among the members of the organiza¬ 
tion. and wore the colors, blue and 
gold, adopted by the society. 

Bishop Woodcock chose as the text 
for his address the tw’elfth verse of 
the twenty-sixth chapter of Proverbs, 
"The glory of children Is their fathers.” 
The bishop spoke briefly of Washington 
and his Imperishable fame, and devot¬ 
ed the greater part of his time to the 
pointing out of the proper manner of 
honoring the Father of His Country, 
and saying It was not by a yearly 
meeting to commemorate his deeds, 
hut rather by being true to the repub¬ 
lic und being useful and patriotic citi¬ 
zens. 

The speaker spoke of those whose 
only asset wns their ancestors and who, 
he said, had so many to keep track 
of that they could do nothing else. 
He said that In tilany cases where the 
deeds of tlie forefather was spoken of 
so proudly the ancestors could not re¬ 
turn the compliment, and only those 
who now do something for the republic 
are entitled to boast of their ancestry. 
"Ancestors plus manhood are all right, 
but ancestors minus manhood can only 
be a cause of added shame to those 
who are not active useful citizens," he 
said. "We should be proud of our her¬ 
itage. Our ancestors should be our 
Ideals, and our traditions are worth 
nothing to us if we do not seek to du¬ 
plicate the great deeds of our fore¬ 
fathers." 

• • • 

Indifferent Citizen the Worst. 

The bishop culled attention to some 
classes of bad citizens who bring dis¬ 
credit on the traditions of the republic. 
He said that the flrst and foremost 
waft the Indifferent citizen, who was 
too busy with his own personal affairs 
In the making of money to give part 
of his energy to the services of the 
country that protects him and what he 
has. The Indifferent citizen, he said, 
was far worse than the evil politician 
and the least worthy of all to boast 
of his country’s glories. Only the great 
prosperity of America, he said, made 
It possible to have so many Indifferent 
members of society. The weak have 
done far more Injury to the country 
than the wicked, he said. 

Respect fur law and order, a faith 
In the republic and an anticipation of 
greater things for her future were three 
things that every good citizen must 
have, said Bishop Woodcock. That 
some nations still regard the United 
States as an experiment Is a fact, he 
said, and by studying the lives of our 
forefathers and seeking to 1 emulate 


George Washington’s birthday was 
fittingly celebrated by the Jefferson 
County Democratic Club yesterday 
morning In the Criminal Court room. 
A large gathering was present to hear 
the speeches and enjoy the music. Capt- 
Willlam II. Able, president of the club, 
called the meeting to order. 1 he fol¬ 
lowing delivered brief addresses: Rob¬ 
ert W. Bingham. County Attorney: 
Judge Frank Peake, of ShelbyvlUe; E. 
J. McDermott and W. P. Kimball. 
County Attorney of Fayette county. 
Before introducing the first speaker. 
Mr. mnnhftm. Cnpt. Able nave a brief 
review of the work done by the Coun¬ 
ty Democratic Club in the last cam¬ 
paign. It was organized January 1. 
1904. and this is Its second celebration 
of George Washington’s birthday. 

In speaking of the Democratic na¬ 
tional defeat last November Mr. Bing¬ 
ham said that he believed that the 
Democratic sun had gone under only a 
temporary eclipse, and that it would 
once more shine out brightly. He took 
comfort In the fact four years after 
Greeley’s defeat in 1872 the Democrats 
elected Tllden President. "But we still 
have the fear." he declared, ’‘that If 
we elected another President the office 
would be stolen from us again." Mr. 
Bingham expressed approval of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt In his recent actions in 
Tipholding Democratic doctrines. "Fur- 
thermore," he said. "It Is right now a 
piece of poetic Justice to see Repub¬ 
lican Kansas In its fight with the Stan¬ 
dard Oil Company enacting Democratic 
legislation." Speaking of local condi¬ 
tions he said that the Democrats of the 
city deserved great credit In winning 
the election last November with the 
Republicans flaunting Federal interfer¬ 
ence in their faces. "The poor fellows 
row under Federal indictment," he sai l, 
"are innocent of all wrong doing. Black 
scoundrels have only been swearing 
against these poor fellows to make 
scapegoats out of them." 

E. J. McDermott spoke upon the 
Declaration of Independence. He made 
an eloquent appeal for patriotism and 
painted a glowing picture of what the 
future of the American republic would 
be if citizens did their duty to their 
country. 

Judge Frank Peake advocated that 
Kentucky change back from the secret 
ballot system to the old style of voting. 
He stated further that while the mon- 
nn hies of the old wcwld were cold, crue* 
and merciless the grdht modern corp<r - 
at Ions were vastly more so. He c r n- 
inended Kansas for its fight against (he 
Standard Oil Company and pointdfl out 
how high tariff had fostered the vast 
accumulations of weafth. He said that 
for many political evils resulting from 
trusts and monopolies he favored pub¬ 
lic ownership and control. He believed 
that the ministers of religion "should 
like their Master of old drive the 
money devils from the temple Instead 
of accepting their princely donations 
which must be a stench In the nostrils 
of God Almighty. 1 believe He wilj 
met out the same measure of justice 
to t.iose moneyed scoundrels as they 
are now meting out to the poor labor¬ 
ing man. 

"Tn London during the year 1904 then* 
were twenty-four murders resulting In 
the arrest of twenty-one of the mur¬ 
derers. Seven were sent to the gallows, 
four committed suicide, five went to In¬ 
sane asylums and the rest were given 
lesser punishments. In Chicago, a city 
one-third of London's size, there were 
during the same time 128 murders, and 
not one death penalty resulted. Ho\y 
does Louisville, In proportion to Its 
population, com pad e to London's ratio 
of punishments?" 

The exercises were closed with a 
short speech by Mr. Kimball,
